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Merit Pay for Teachers 


In the attempts to raise educational 


and teaching standard?, efforts have been 
made to pay teachers according to merit 
in addition to, or instead of. schedule pay- 
ments. But the matter of how merit is to 
be determined never has been decided to 
anyone's satisfaction. 


The Board of Regents of State Col- 


leges recently made a study of the merit 
system in the colleges. The results indi- 
cate that merit pay is a frustrating way 
of trying to reward good teachers be- 
cause there are no measurable standards 
as to just what constitutes an extraordi- 
nary teacher. 


The colleges are 
permitted 
to give 


merit pay raises over and above the an- 
nual across the board increases to up to 
90 per cent of the faculty of each college. 
This in itself defeats its "merit" purpose 
since obviously it turns into a dement 
for 10 per cent instead. Since administra- 
tions are anxious to hold their faculties 
and to encourage other teachers to join 
them, they seldom give out much less 
than the permitted 90 per cent. 


The colleges differ in their ways of 


determining who is qualified. Some rely 
principally upon deans of each 
depart- 


ment and the opinion of the president. 
Some have faculty committees who rate 
each other in secret. Others have elabor- 
ate systems of points. Although "class- 
room teaching" generally is said to be 
the primary criterion, there appears to 
be some emphasis upon community serv- 
ice, the popularity of a teacher among 
his students or the enthusiasm for a par- 
ticular course, outside activities, "loyal- 
ty" to the college, publications and how 


well the individual is recognized in his 
field. 


A survey of college merit plans in 


general came to the conclusion that there 
was no known way of objectively meas- 
uring the effectiveness of a classroom 
teacher, and that publication of articles 
or books according to quantity seemed to 
be considered rather than quality. 


Actually it is almost impossible to see 


how teaching ever could be measured ob- 
jectively. Certainly we all know those we 
consider to be outstanding teachers. But 
we cannot accurately tell whether they 
stimulate a large number of students or 
only a handful and whether such meas- 
urement should be according to quantity 
rather than quality. Do students flock to 
a college course because the teacher is so 
good or because he amuses them? Is it 
more important to challenge the top stu- 
dents or encourage the average if 
the 


teacher finds he has to make a choice? 
Are other teachers a good judge of abil- 
ities or do administrative personnel em- 
phasize the wrong things? 


It may take 30 years to determine ex- 


actly how good a teacher is if we wait to 
see how well the students turn out. It 
may show up in graduate work, in ma- 
jors in the field or how well a student 
handles difficult problems of his own life. 


A teacher may motivate and stimulate 


and enthuse one single student whom no 
one else could reach and thereby be a 
success. For good teaching is an art: if 
one other person catches the message, 
understands what is being 
stressed 
or 


sought or expressed, the teacher or the 
artist has succeeded and no one can de- 
termine just how much and how well.

Of Same Age Major Emphasis Of Program 


Visually handicapped youngsters live in a world of grey. Their lives arc robbed of the thrill of color, a thing 


so common that most of us take it for granted. The person with normal sight is able to see the black and white 
oj this picture, also the color. To those not having perfect vision, only the black mid white and grey are seen. 
A resource room for youngsters visually handicapped is provided at Franklin School in Oshkosh.' Here they are 
given special training and guidance individually and as a group.

It will always be a grey world for the 


visually handicapped children 
who go 


cheerfully about their business of learning. 
Some of the drabness lessens with learning 
to do for oneself. A great deal of real joy 
comes when the youngsters can share 
school and play experiences with boys and 
girls their own age. 


One child in 500 is visually handicapped 


and one child in 5,000 is blind. What can be 
done for these children to help them func- 
tion in normal situations? The opening of 
the new Franklin School in Oshkosh in 
September, 1958, provided a resource room 
to give special help to the visually handi- 
capped child in this area. 


12 Students in School 


At present, three children from Apple- 


ton, two from Menasha and seven from 
Oshkosh 
are enrolled 
in the visually 


handicapped room. Of these 12 children, 
six are considered legally blind (they have 
some sight), having a vision of 20 200 or 
less. The other six are classed as partially 
sighted, or have 20/70 vision or less in the 
better eye with the best correction. 


Children are referred to this room by 


their ophthalmologist. Before they enroll, 
they must be approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, Bureau of 
Handicapped Children, Madison. The Ap- 
pleton and Menasha children are trans- 
ported by a privately contracted vehicle 


and the Oshkosh children are transported 
by school bus. 


Their teacher, Mrs. Louise Milbauer, is a 


mixture of tireless energy, infinite patience 
and the kind of love which stands by quiet- 
ly to watch them fumble through their 
first frustrating moments in school. She 
teaches them reading, arithmetic, spelling 
and penmanship. The remaining classes, 
social studies, science, language, music, art 
and physical education, do not require in- 
tensive eye strain and are taught in the 
regular classrooms \\ith children of the 
same grade level. 


One of the major objectives is to enable 


the partially sighted child to mature social- 
ly \\ith pupils his own age. 


Typical Day 


A typical day for the five third grade 


pupils enrolled in the resource room begins 
at 8:45 a.in. when they start their reading 
activities. At 11:25 a.m. they go to the 
regular third grade physical education 
class. Lunch is eaten in the school cafeteria 
under the direct supervision of Mrs. Mil- 
bauer. who makes it a kind of game. When 
the regular third grade resumes classes at 
1:15 p.m., the partially sighted children 
•join the class for social studies, science, 
language, art and music. 


While the third grade children are on 


their schedule, Mrs. Milbauer is busy help- 
ing other pupils at their own grade levels. 
In addition to teaching them their basic 
subjects and giving a great deal of individ- 
ual guidance, she tape records material 
from the small print books. By listening to

and science, they cut down on 
eye strain. Tests art typed and 
seatwork in large print is also 
prepared for each individual 
child. 


Use Special Tools 


Certain 
special 
tools 
and 


equipment are used to aid the 
partially sighted child in his 
class work. Large print books 
and workbooks are among the 
most valuable tools. These are 
used by the child in his regu- 
lar class room and resource 
studies. When material is not 
available in large print, magni- 
fiers are sometimes used, or 
material is typed on the large 
print typewriter, or taped on 
the tape recorder and then play- 
ed back for the child. 


To minimize eye strain, te- 


dious copying and the accom- 
panying frustration, many les- 
sons in arithmetic, spelling and 
language are done orally. Felt 
boards are used to tell stories 
with big pictures and letters; 
letters of the alphabet 
are 


placed around the room with 
an object beside it for associa- 
tion. Tongue depressors, paper 
plates and bottle caps are used 
in working out arithmetic prob- 
lems and in learning to count. 
These the child can feel, hold in 
his hand and "visualize" with- 
out harming himself. 


Taught Behavior

have In normal situations. They

the cost of building expenses 
and maintenance. This is pro- 
rated among the various chil- 
dren of the class and charged 
to their area of residence in the 
form of tuition. The state as- 
sumes 85 to 88 per cent of the 
cost of the program.

needs of those with limited vi- 
sion. Much of her time is spent 
in conferences with parents, the 
ophthalmologist, the psycholo- 
gist, the nurse, other teachers 
and the children. 


"The rewards are many," 


Mrs. 
Milbauer observes, "par- 


ticularly when there is notice- 
able sight improvement and 
learning progresses." 


Outside Interest 


Outside interest is widespread 


and a number of organizations 
have contributed money and 
special equipment to the re- 
source room. 


There has been a great deal of 


progress in the past three years. 
Plans for the future might call 
for regular meetings with par- 
ents, teachers and other in- 
volved personnel. There is al- 
ways room for better under- 
standing of vital issues and 
pertinent problems, as well ai 
expansion of the service. 


Hand Printed Books, in many sizes of print, are an 


important tool. First grader Stephen Lopas. unable to 
read 24-point print books, is using a hand printed book.

Profiles in Science

MICHAEL FARADAY- 


Michael Faraday was one of the most unusual 


figures in the history of science. Perhaps the most 
unusual thing about him was that a letter of a kind 
that is seldom answered played an important, vital 
part in his career. 


Faraday was born in 1791. When he was a 21- 


year-old apprentice bookbinder he wrote a letter 
to Sir Humphrey Davy, world-famous chemist who 
was director of the Royal Institution in London. 


In his letter Faraday said he wanted to become 


a chemist, and enclosed some notes he had made 
of Davy's lectures. 


This kind of letter is often thrown in the waste- 


basket, albeit regretfully, but Davy answered it in 
a kindly way and Faraday left his bindery forever 
and became a laboratory assistant at the Royal 
Institution. 


He stayed there 54 years, rising from washing 


beakers and retorts to become a fellow of the 
Royal Society in 1843 and to succeed his patron 
as director in 1845. 


Faraday is chiefly remembered for his disr 


covery of electromagnetic induction, a discovery 
that never earned him a penny but which has 
made thousands of other men rich. 


He discovered, in continuing experiments be- 


gun by the Frenchman, Ampere, that moving a 
magnet through a coil of copper wire caused a 
current to flow through the wire. 


This discovery is the basis of the magneto, the 


dynamo, the electric motor, the telephone, the 
telegraph, and an enormous number of other ma- 
chines, devices, and gadgets that have changed 
men's lives and the very face of the planet during 
the last 100 years. 


Faraday was the first to liquefy gases, now 


important as rocket fuels, and was the first to 
establish a connection between the "valance" of 
chemical elements and electricity. This was the 
first clue lo the existence of the electron. 


He is also widely known for a witty and pro- 


phetic quip. 


When a politician boredly asked him what his 


little electrical device was good for, Faraday re- 
plied: "Some day you will be able to tax it." How 
much local and national governments now depend 
upon electrical industries for large parts of their 
income is incalculable.

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Is Another Nazi War Criminal Still Alive? 


The first American to enter Berlin in 1945 tells how 


Martin Bormann, an S. S. officer more evil than Eichmann, could have escaped death

USTICE HAS finally caught up with Adolf Eich- 
mann, the Nazi war criminal responsible for the 


deaths of 6 million Jews. But what about the other 
Nazi chiefs, even bigger than Eichmann, who have 
never been brought to justice? 


As the first American to enter Berlin by land in 


1945, I'm often asked this question—and the name 
that seems to haunt the world's conscience most is 
Martin Bormann. Could Adolf Hitler's political 
heir-designate have escaped the Russian ravaging 
of Berlin? Could he be hiding, as reported recently, 
in South America? 


I must answer—yes, it is possible. 
In the dying days of the third Reich, Martin Bor- 


mann, a fanatical anti-Christian, Jew-killer, and 
ruthless intriguer, rose from a court lackey to 
become Hitler's confidant and Deputy Fuehrer, 
succeeding Rudolf Hess. When Hitler married Eva 
Braun deep in the bombarded Reichschancellery 
bunker, Bormann was the official witness. Twenty- 
four hours later, Bormann carried the body of the 
bride out of her room after she had swallowed 
poison. He watched S. S. men place it beside the 
body of Hitler, who had shot himself. As Berlin 
flamed around him and shells burst overhead, he 
saw the gasoline-soaked corpses set on fire. 


For Bormann, however, this was not the .end. In 


his pocket he carried one of the four copies of 
Hitler's last will and testament. It virtually left 
control of the Nazi party to him. Around midnight 
May 1, Bormann led a band of diehards out of the 
bunker, hoping to escape the Russian cordon.

ITTLE OF THIS was known to me in the spring of 


1945. I was too busy at the time setting up the 


American military government team which would 
occupy our sector of Berlin, A few weeks after 
Bormann's dash from the bunker, however, I led 
a column of Jeeps and trucks across the Elbe and 
into Russian-occupied Germany. It was an eerie 
trip. We burst upon scenes of incredible confusion 
as thousands of refugees streamed along the road. 
Among them, we guessed, were deserters from the 
Wehrmacht—and perhaps Nazi officials. 


Once, we drove along a ridge black with Ger- 


man troops and refugees. There must have been 
500,000 of them. "If there are any war criminals 
around," somebody in the convoy commented, 
"they're getting a running start to freedom." 


Once in Berlin, our intelligence began piecing 


together the bloody fate of the Nazi war lords. 
Among the missing was Martin Bormann. He 
seemed tc have vanished. Six months later, we 
captured Artur Axmann, leader of the fanatical 
Hitler Youth group which had been almost anni- 
hilated protecting their Fuehrer in his last hours. 


Axmann had fled with Bormann, but in the wild 


confusion of battle they had separated. Axmann 
told our officers that when he reached a bridge 
over the Invalidenstrasse he saw two bodies. In the 
moonlight, he recognized one as Bormann. He saw 
no wounds but knew he was dead. 


From the outset, we questioned Axmann's story, 


although he proved generally reliable. Only Hit- 
ler's chauffeur corroborated it, but no other evi- 
dence of Bormann's death ever was discovered. 


Later I saw the Reichschancellery and passed 


along the exit routes the Nazis used—some to 
death, others to safety, still others to oblivion. The 
picture I got indicated how possible an escape was. 


A no man's land around the chancellery gave 


the bunker fugitives a good start to freedom, but 
even when they ran into streets where pitched 
battles were being fought they stood a chance of 
survival. Many civilians, scurrying through these 
thoroughfares, were virtually ignored by both Rus- 
sian and German soldiers who were mainly con- 


cerned with fighting their armed enemies. 


While ignoring noncombatants, the Russians 


were barbaric toward military prisoners. A cap- 
tured S. S. man, for example, could expect only 
one treatment: as he knelt in the street, a Russian 
machine gunner would riddle a neat X across his 
back. We soon learned that Bormann, wily as ever, 
protected himself against this fate. When he was 
seen near the Hotel Atlas by S. S. Major Joachim 
Tibertius, who successfully fled the bunker and 
later related his adventure to us, he had junked 
his S. S. general's coat for a drab civilian one. 


We know Bormann followed railroad tracks to 


a station on the Invalidenstrasse, then headed west. 
This area, I believe, saw little action at the time, 
but when Bormann approached a railway bridge, 
he ran into heavy Russian fire. And at this point, 
we lose track of the man whom fellow Nazis called 
"the Brown Eminence." 


Bormann certainly would have committed sui- 


cide if faced with capture, but he was not a man 
to give up so easily. Unlike other Nazi higher-ups, 
he wanted very much to live, especially since he 
believed he would be a power in the "new Reich." 
Our information indicated that the Russians did 
not control the bridge or its approaches in those 
crucial hours, and while their fire was heavy it 
did not stop other fugitives from crossing—and, 
like Axmann, living to tell about it. 
O 


N MAY 17, German officers said they saw Bor- 
mann in Czechoslovakia, posing as a game- 


keeper. Several months later, we received a report 
he had turned up in Switzerland. Like more recent 
reports of his presence in a remote state of Brazil, 
these could not be proved. 


So the question of Bormann's fate remains a 


question. Did he outwit the Russians in his civilian 
garb to dash across the Invalidenstrasse and be 
swallowed up in the faceless tide of refugees? Or 
did-a stray bullet or shell fragment send him to 
an unmarked grave? Major Tibertius said, "Bor- 
mann had as good a chance to escape as I did, and 
I got to Munich in July with six men." 


With a little luck, Martin Bormann had every 


chance of vanishing in the incredible confusion of 
the war's last great battle—and of being alive to- 
day, wondering how long it will be before he meets 
the fate of Adolf Eichmann.

"RETIREMENT," says Ed Wynn, "shouldn't be 


•*•*- measured by the calendar, but by what's in 


a man's heart. Sometimes retirement is a terrible 
waste and the quickest way to a broken heart 
Look at Grandma Moses and Jean Sibelius. Their 
most productive years came long after society 
would have retired them!" 


He might also have added: look at Ed Wynn. 


The world tried to retire him a decade ago as a 
baggy-pants, funny-hat comic of a bygone era—a 
great showman, to be treated with respect and con- 
descension, but not to be permitted out of the pas- 
ture to which he had been consigned 


It's to his everlasting credit that Ed Wynn re- 


fused to accept this verdict His comeback in show 
business is one of the inspiring stories of the gen- 
eration. Today, his services are in constant demand, 
and he is probably better known than in the prime 
of his career as a stage and radio comic. 


But Ed makes it clear that this was more than 


a business resurgence. "It was a comeback in life, 
too," he points out earnestly. "It's one thing to 
retire from a job. But we should never retire from 
life Once we do that, we're finished." 


Ed never retired from life, even when his career 


was at its lowest ebb in the early 1950s It's impos- 
sible for anyone who hasn't known the lifelong 
adulation that was accorded Wynn to understand 
what it meant for him to be calling on producers, 
hat in hand. Yet that's what he did—for several 
years. In his middle 60s, bewildered and not a little 
hurt, frightened and lonely, Ed knocked on doors 
and asked for a job. But he found no takers 


"Everyone was respectful," he remembers, "but 


I didn't want respect I wanted work. After a cou- 
ple of years of this, I had the feeling I'd never 
been in show business at all. People would say. 
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Spry and healthy at 75, Ed is far from pasture-bound. Photos shoiv Kcenan, grandchildren

Ed's brand of comedy never projected well 


on television He pioneered in this new medium 
and had a show of his own for three years; then 
regular TV employment changed to occasional 
guest spots and finally nothing. Ed couldn't under- 
stand why. In desperation, he sent for his actor- 
son, Keenan. 


Says Ed: "I didn't want to retire I didn't need 


the money, but for personal reasons I needed to 
work very badly." 


When Keenan arrived, Ed told him: "You think 


differently than I do. You're of this world and this 
generation, and I seem to have lost touch with both 
of them. Why? What's happened to Ed Wynn?" 


Keenan hesitated. Besides a strong filial affec- 


tion, Keenan looked on his father as the world's 
greatest clown. Finally he asked: "Do you want 
me to give it to you straight?" 


"I want it straight," Ed told him. 
"Okay," said Keenan, "your kind of comedy is 


corny today. You wear funny clothes and big shoes 
and silly hats. You're a great comedian, but you've 
got to become more sophisticated about it; you've 
got to quit wearing funny clothes." 


Ed was bewildered. "This is the only kind of 


comedy I know. I couldn't change now." 
T 


HAT'S WHEN KEENAN came up with the sugges- 
tion that has made a new life for Ed Wynn: he 


proposed that his father become a dramatic actor. 
Ed laughed at him. "I've never spoken a straight 
line in my life," he said. But Keenan persisted. He 
was then working in a movie called "The Great 
Man," and he asked director Jose Ferrer if there 
might be a part in it for his father. Keenan, Ferrer, 
and author Al Morgan all uiged Ed to test for a 


character role in the film. Ed resisted, but finally 
gave in and promised to try. 


Several weeks later, uncertain and uneasy, Ed 


appeared on a sound stage to take his postgraduate 
course in dramatic acting. The script called for him 
to do a six-minute 45-second monologue—the sec- 
ond-longest speech ever written for a movie. Ed 
did it in one take. 


When he finished, the technicians and actors on 


the set applauded. Ed Wynn's new career was 
launched on the waves of that applause. 


FNCE THEN, his successes as a dramatic actor have 
tumbled one on another. In "Requiem for a 


Heavyweight" and "You Can't Take It with You" 
on television, and as Uncle Sampson in the movie, 
"Marjorie Mormngstar," Ed won much critical 
praise. Then he played the fat part of the unwanted 
guest, Dr. Dussell, in "The Diary of Anne Frank." 
Ed's latest role is that of the toymaker in Walt 
Disney's soon-to-be-released "Babes in Toyland." 


In spite of his new dramatic success, Ed is still 


first of all a comedian. But now his audience is 
limited to those on the sets where he happens to 
be working. He shows up every day with a new 
joke which he tells with the precise timing and 
wondrous inflections which made him a great 
comedian. 


Ed is probably the world's foremost connoisseur 


of jokes—old and new. He should be: he has been 
writing, collecting, and telling jokes longer than 
any American entertainer alive today. Born Isaiah 
Edwin Leopold in Philadelphia on Nov. 9, 1886, he 
never had any other ambition than acting—much 
to the discomfiture of his well-to-do parents. 


When Ed journeyed to Connecticut to join a 


show troupe with the money his father had given

Doctor Finds His Way

W 


HEN i WAS a medical student in my native Scotland, I served as hospital 
interne to a surgeon famous throughout Europe. He was an elderly man, 


tall, spare, and severe, a martinet with a caustic temper whose own perfection 
gave him a grim contempt for the shortcomings of others. 


When I made mistakes, not infrequently due to want of application, he 


would pierce me with a hawklike glance and rap out a cutting phrase of 
reproof. He told me that I was not .thorough, that I lacked perseverance and 
stability of purpose, and that I would never succeed until I acquired these 
invaluable qualities. 


What was my reaction to this estimation of my character? While outwardly 


submissive, I laughed it off. I was young and heedless; I made a joke of it 
with the other students. The time was not ripe for my moment of inspiration. 


I had been in practice as a doctor for almost, 10 years when, one day, I 


developed a gastric ulcer which necessitated a complete rest. Six months in 
the country was the imperative command imposed on me by a friendly colleague 
in Harley Street, and so, after making the necessary arrangements, I set off 
for a small farm near Tarbert, in the Scottish Highlands. 


Picture a lonely whitewashed steading set on a rain-drenched loch amid 


mountains rising into grey mist, with long-horned cattle in the foreground. 
That was Fyne Farm. Think of a harassed young doctor in city clothes arriving 
with a pain in his middle and a box of peptonizing powders in his suitcase. 
That was I. 
T 


HE FIRST FEW DAYS of leisure were pleasant enough, but soon the enforced 
idleness of Fyne Farm became insufferable. I was reduced to feeding the 


chickens and accompanying old Angus, the farmer, when he herded the cattle. 
Casting around for something to occupy me, I had a sudden idea. Like many 
other nonentities, I had often, at the back of my mind, nursed the vague 
illusion that I might write. I had actually thought out the theme of a novel—the 
tragic record of man's egotism and bitter pride. 


And now, as I stood on the shore of the lonely Highland Loch, I told myself 


I would write that book. 


Upstairs in my cold, clean bedroom was a scrubbed deal table and a very 


hard chair. Next morning I found myself in this chair, facing a new exercise book 
open upon the table, slowly becoming aware that, short of dog-Latin 
prescriptions, I had never composed a significant phrase in all my life. It was 
a discouraging thought as I picked up my pen. Never mind, I began. 


Perhaps the tribulations of the next three months are best omitted. I had 


no pretensions to technique, no knowledge of style or form; the difficulty of 
simple statement staggered me. I spent hours looking for an adjective. 
Yet once I had begun the story, it excited me. I was carried along by the very 
novelty of what I did. At first, my rate of progress was some 500 labored 
words a day. By the end of the second month, I was knocking off 2,000. 


Suddenly, when I was halfway through, the inevitable happened. A sudden 


weakness came over me. I felt a wavering of interest and a failure of energy. 
Why, I asked myself irresolutely, am I wearing myself out with this toil for 
which I am so preposterously unfitted? What's the use of it? I ought to be 
conserving my energies, not squandering them on this fantastic task. 


I put down my pen. Hesitantly, I read over the first chapters which had just 


arrived in typescript from an agency in London. No good, no use at all No one 
would read it. I saw dismally that I was a presumptuous ass, that all that I had

BOSTON to Brussels and from Tampico to 


•*• Tokyo, some of the world's best detectives are 
running down clues to the whereabouts of stolen 
paintings worth more than $5 million. Jewel rob- 
bery, it seems, is definitely old-fashioned; this 
year the smart crooks are going in for museum 
burglary—and in a big way. 


The current chain reaction of art thefts reached 


alarming proportions during the summer months: 
a Pittsburgh millionaire forgot to turn on the bur- 
glar alarm in his suburban home and found $500,- 
000 worth of modern paintings gone when he re- 
turned from dinner, and the French Riviera was 
overrun by clever brigands with sophisticated taste 
in Postimpressionist art who stole canvases worth 
millions from several collections. 


As a result, worried insurance underwriters have 


been opening their morning papers with a feeling 
of dread apprehension, art-gallery curators (in- 
stead of bankers) have been shopping for elec- 
tronic protection devices, and the general alarms 
radioed from Interpol headquarters in Paris read 
like the catalogue of a top-flight art exhibit. Pho- 
tographs of the paintings also have been widely 
circulated so that no art dealer—at least, no honest 
dealer—would touch the contraband canvases. 


There are, however, other stratagems by which 


the wily art thief may profit by his traffic. 


One hot night last July, a phone rang in the 


office of Commissaire Lavalette, chief of the 
Ninth Mobile Brigade, at Surete headquarters in 
Marseilles.

about a half-million-dollar coup in Pittsburgh. 


It was unlikely that the mysterious caller had 


anything to do with the American crime, although 
in this jet age it was not impossible.

Commissaire Lavalette sincerely hoped so, for he 
had grave fears that the 57 masterpieces snatched 
from the St. Tropez museum might be lost forever. 
They were not insured—except against fire. So the 
thieves, robbed of their opportunity to shake down 
an insurance company, might well destroy them. 


The technique of the modern art burglar is in- 


deed that of the extortionist. With Interpol on 
the job, he has little chance of disposing of his 
booty on the open market: the Parke-Bernet Gal- 
leries in New York, Sotheby's in London, or the 
Hotel Drouot in Paris. However, museum thieves 
would rather hold loot for ransom than stick their 
necks into the precarious black market. Few insur- 
ance companies would refuse to dicker with an 
anonymous go-between if they could save two- 
thirds of a loss settlement. Few private collectors 
would refuse, either. 
O 


N MONDAY, July 31, Commissaire Lavalette 
found in his morning mail an envelope con- 


taining the stub of a baggage check. Rushing to 
the railway station, he presented the stub at the 
check room and received a huge squarish package. 
It contained 19 oil paintings! 


The first was a still life by Fernard Leger—and 


the Commissaire frowned. There was no Leger 
among the pictures stolen from St. Tropez. The 
second was a Marie Laurencin—ahd there had 
been no Laurencin stolen, either. The third was a 
Raoul Dufy—but not "The Jetty at Honfleur" 
which had been among the plunder from St. 
Tropez. Hurriedly the Commissaire turned up a 
Modigliam, a Braque, Rouault's "The Clown" . . . 


"Nom d'un nom!" he exclaimed suddenly. "These 


are the pictures that were stolen from the Colombe 
d'Or last year!" 


And he stared down at paintings worth $750,000, 


an ending to a story right out of Hollywood. Al- 
though it has since been surpassed twice, the pil- 
lage of the Colombe d'Or collection was for more 
than a year the most sensational art robbery since 
Leonardo da Vinci's "Mona Lisa" was snatched 
from the Louvre 50 years ago. The Colombe d'Or— 
the Inn of the Golden Dove—was founded by Paul 
Roux, an innkeeper who accepted unknown artists'

Walter Knott: His Success 
Is a Family Affair 


A second generation enjoys the fruits of his labor in 
transforming a prairie into a berry-farm tourist attraction 


By PAUL C. DITZEL 


TF MIGHTY OAKS fiom little acoins grow, then considei 
•*• what one acom-sized berry did for Waltei Knott, the 
founder of Knott's Berry Farm and Ghost Town in Buena 
Paik, Cahf. 


Some 40 years ago, Knott leased a ban en piaiue and 


set out to become "the best berryman in Southern Cali- 
fornia," although he had never planted a berry in his life 


From those 20 acres, now expanded to neaily 300, this 


soft-spoken farmer has built an enteipiise which last year 
was visited by 4 million people, glossed $13 million, and 
gave employment to 1,600 


When Knott began, he determined to make his farm dif- 


ferent from otheis by offering a widei vanety of berries 
to nearby Los Angeles, eliminating the middlemen by mai - 
keting his own produce and peddling the rest at a roadside 
stand With the 1929 depiession, howevei. traffic past the 
faim dwindled America had little money foi gasoline, 
much less for such fulls as beiries and pies 


Then came the turning point a visiting Agi iculture De- 


pal tment official recalled a icmaikable beiry that was a 
c.oss between a loganbeiry, a blackberry, and a raspbeuy 
It was distinctively succulent and so big that 25 filled a 
half-pound basket 


Knott learned that an orange-giove owner named Boy- 


sen had planted such a beiiy, and he soon located the park 
superintendent of Anaheim, Calif, Rudolph Boysen 


"Yes, I planted such a berry," Boysen said, "but when I 


sold my grove the vines were just about dead " 


Knott huined to the giove to see foi himself He found 


six near-dead berry plants gi owing along a ditch That 
autumn he tiansplanted them to Buena Park Foi thicc 
years Knott coaxed the six plants into pioduction 


Knott named the fruit aftei Boysen (he was too modest 


to name it after himself), and its quality was every thing 
claimed for it The first year Knott marketed his boysen- 
berry it icturned $1,737 an acre 


His wife Cordelia, meanwhile, had opened a tearoom 


adjacent to the roadside stand. To her menu of hot lolls 
and coffee, she now added boysenberry jam and pies Soon 
the public was beating a path to their door. 


In 1934 fried-chicken dmneis were added to the tea- 


room faie and weie served on the Knott wedding china 
When business giew so fast that Knott decided to enlaige 
the tearoom, the local banker stopped him momentarily 


"You'ie just a farmer," Knott was told. "You'll nevei 


make a icstaurateui " Knott went ahead anyway with a 
pa>-as-you-build plan financed from berry profits 


With long lines queued up every weekend for fried 


chicken, to make the wait less tiresome Knott hit upon the 
idea which was to make him more famous- Ghost Town, 
a icplica of a gold-mining community. 


EVEN BUILT a millstream so Ghost Town visitors 


could pan for gold (He sows it with $10,000 worth of 


gold dust eveiy yeai, so that no prospector will go home 
luckless ) But his most spectacular ath action is a nanow- 
gauge lailroad which he bi ought in with tracks, plus crew- 
men, all the way from Colorado. 


As foi the futuie, Knott always intended his farm to 


lemam a family enterprise, and he is giadually tuming 
ovei the woik to his son so that he may devote more time 
to community affairs His wife still supervises the kitchen 
Daughtei Virginia opeiates the Ghost Town Gift Shop 
while two other childien, Ton, and Mauon, lun the Spoil 
Shop Then husbands also are active in the opeiation 


In appeal ance and habits, Walter Knott, now 71, has 


changed httle smce that day in 1920 when he clanked into 
town m a secondhand Model T He lives in the same house 
—adjacent to the restaurant And although he is easily one 
of Cahfomia's wealthiest men, Knott charactensticallv 
dnves the same make car as when he arrived in Buena Pa, k 
going on half-a-century ago. 


Walter Knoll started his berry business with a roadside 
stone/ and 20 acrrs of land m 1920. Today, he owns a 300- 
ocro rmrrpmr—visited by 4 million peop/e last year 


Adjoining the farm is Knott's famous Ghost Town, rcphia 
o/ a goW-mining community, where visitors can pan for ihr 
SWOno worth of gold dust Knott stocks in his miHstn-am

I was tired of the effort involved, bored with 
the whole thing. I decided to abandon it. 
Abruptly, I bundled up the manuscript, 
went out, and threw it on the farm midden. 


Drawing a bitter satisfaction from my 


surrender, or, as I preferred to phrase it, 
my return to sanity, I went for a walk in 
the drizzling rain. Halfway down the loch 
shore I came upon old Angus, the fanner, 
patiently and laboriously ditching a patch 
of the bogged and peaty heath which made 
up the bulk of his hard-won little croft 


As I drew near, he gazed at me in some 


surprise: he knew of my intention and, with 
that inborn Scottish reverence for "letters," 
had tacitly approved it. When I told him 
what I had just done and why, his weath- 
ered face slowly changed, his keen blue 
eyes, beneath misted sandy brows, scanned 
me with disappointment and a queer con- 
tempt. He was a-silent man, and it was long 
before he spoke. 


"No doubt you're the one that's right, 


Doctor, and I'm the one that's wrong . . ." 
He seemed to look right to the bottom of 
me. "My father ditched this bog all his days 
and never made a pasture. But pasture or 
no pasture," he placed his foot on the spade, 
"I canna' help but dig. For my father knew 
and I know that if only you dig long enough 
it's here a pasture can be made." 


I understood. I watched his dogged work- 


ing figure with rising anger and resentment. 
I was resentful because he had what I had 
not: a terrible stubbornness to see the job 
through at all costs, an unquenchable reso- 
lution brought to the simplest, the most 
arid, duties of life. And suddenly, in a flash, 
I saw that weakness in my character to 
which I had hitherto been blind. Indeed, 
my dilemma became magnified, transmuted, 


until it stood as a touchstone of all human 
conduct. It became the timeless problem— 
the comfortable retreat, or the arduous ad- 
vance without certainty of reward. 


I tramped back to the farm, drenched, 


shamed, furious, and picked the soggy bun- 
dle from the refuse heap. I dried it in the 
kitchen oven. Then I flung it on the table 
and set to work again with a kind of frantic 
desperation. I lost myself in the intensity 
of my purpose. I would not be beaten, I 
would not give in. I wrote harder than ever. 
At last, toward the end of September, I 
wrote /mis. The relief, the sense of emanci- 
pation, was unbelievable. I had created a 
book. Whether it was good, bad, or indiffer- 
ent I did not care. 7 had kept my pledge. 
T 


HE NOVEL I had almost thrown away was 
chosen by the Book Society, dramatized 


and serialized, translated into 22 languages, 
bought by Hollywood. It has sold, to date, 
some five million copies. (Editors' note: Mr. 
Cronin's first novel was "Hatter's Castle.") 
It has altered my life radically, beyond my 
wildest dreams—and all- because of that 
most inspiring moment of my life, when an 
old Scottish farmer gave me a timely lesson 
in the grace of perseverance. 


But that lesson goes deeper still. Today, 


when the air resounds with shrill defeatist 
cries, when half our stricken world is wail- 
ing in discouragement and fear: "What is 
the use ... to work ... to save ... to go 
on living . . . with Armageddon round the 
corner?" I am glad to recollect it. In this 
present crisis, with no shining vision to sus- 
tain us, the door is wide open to darkness 
and despair. The way to close it is to stick to 
the job, no matter how insignificant, to try 
to do it well, and to finish it. 


The virtue of all achievement, as known 


to my old Scots farmer, is victory over one- 
self. Those who know this victory can never 
know defeat

paintings for room and board. By the time of his 
death, Roux' collection had become fabulous. 


Roux' son did not insure the treasures. He be- 


lieved in people—until he came down to breakfast 
on April 1 and found the walls of his dining room 
bare. His 20 favorite paintings were gone! Roux 
immediately offered $10,000 ransom for them. 


Several times the Surete just missed finding the 


Colombe d'Or paintings—in a deserted villa at 
Antibes, a grotto in the Maritime Alps, a wine cel- 
lar in one of the ant-runs that pass for streets in 
old Nice—but each time the agents arrived too late. 
Whether or not the tips came from a cafe owner 
named Giudicelli who was also a notorious pro- 
curer and, according to rumor, a police spy, the 
Riviera underworld obviously thought so. LasttTuIy 
19 Giudicelli was found shot to death in his lux- 
urious villa at Cap d'Antibes. Ten days later the 
mysterious call came to Lavalette. 
T 


HE POLICE are convinced that the anonymous 
caller was really a go-between for the thieves 


in dealing with Roux for the return of the Colombe 
d'Or paintings. They also suspect that Roux was 
forced to up the ransom considerably, although he 
will not discuss the matter. He did receive mysteri- 
ous telephone calls, he admits smilingly, and he al- 
ways seemed one jump ahead of the police. When at 
last his pictures were found in Marseilles, and he was 
told that one was missing, he said blandly, "Yes, I 
know—the Bazaine. I'm told it's in South America." 


Similar recovery of the half-million dollars' 


worth of moderns taken from the suburban Pitts- 
burgh home of G. David Thompson, wealthy re- 
tired industrialist, also seems an ultimate prob- 
ability. Thompson has offered a no-questions-asked 
reward and named Alleghany County Judge Henry 


X, O'Brien to act as intermediary. If the value of 
the loot—six Picassos. two Legers, a Dufy, and a 
Miro—is as much as the experts estimate, Thomp- 
son may have to raise the ante. The standard rate 
demanded by Mafia extortionists for the secret re- 
turn of stolen goods is one-third the value of the 
booty—and police are convinced that the Thompson 
gallery was pillaged by roughneck mobsters lost in 
an unfamiliar field. 


The rash of art robberies shows no signs of abat- 


ing. On the night of Aug. 12-13, thieves, who were 
not only connoisseurs but human flies as well, 
plundered a loan exhibition of Cezannes at Aix-en- 
Provence, home town of the late great Postimpres- 
sionist, 18 miles north of Marseilles. Of the 60 
works on exhibit, the crooks selected eight of 
Cezanne's most famous oils. The motive is no mys- 
tery. The paintings are heavily insured, so nego- 
tiations may ultimately be expected. 


Is this current epidemic of art thefts the work of 


an international gang with a professional master- 
mind? Commissaire Victor Clot, long-time chief of 
the Fine Arts Squad of the Paris police, doesn't 
think so. He believes a fad is sweeping the under- 
world, that racketeers thrown out of work by the 
collapse of the postwar black markets have found a • 
new wrinkle, just as prestigious as jewel thievery 
but much simpler. The ransoms involved are just 
as remunerative as kidnaping, but the risks in- 
volved are much less. 


And because most of the thefts seem to be com- 


mitted for ransom, rather than for possession or 
resale, the chance of recovering such treasures is 
a little better than even—but only after the first 
excitement and indignation have died down. After 
all, it was more than two years before the Mona 
Lisa came back to smile again in the Louvre.
